How- 
ever, at present It. seems likely that 
KOlne four or flve'Ressloni w'll be heM 
during Uie year, featuring a speaker and 
discussion upon the subject lie pres- 
crits. Jn this latter particular, Profes- 
sor McCullagh soys "It Is the hope ot 
(he I'a'.'Uily that able tpeuKers nniy lje 
forthcoming from among the ranks of 
the senior students of Latin and 
Greek." 

Dr. Woodlieod, Dean of the Faculty 
of Arts and Hcs/i ot the Department of 
Claaslcu will be the guest speaker at 
the meeting tomorrow afternoon. lie 
takes for his subject "Lucian", one ot 
the better known Greek satirists of the 
second century A.D.

Theologians Oppose 
Change In Courses 

Study Of Greek, Hebrew, 
LaUn UpheMjn Mock 
Parliament 

PSYCHOLOGY OPPOSED 

MOCK PARLIAMENT featured 
the Presbyterian College Forum 
last night In the Common Room of 
that College. The meeting, the second 
of the year, was held In order to de- 
termine the following question namely, 
that our curriculum be revised In auch 
a way that It <may more adequately 
train our men to deal with social 
problems;" - - • 

The government, under the leader 
ship of Thomas Lament and Morton 
Freeman presented tho argument that 
the predominant Issue In the minds of 
people today is In social rather than in 
spiritual channels and It Is tho duty 
of the church to help them In the solu- 
tion of these problems. However, It 
was stated, the ministers have not re- 
ceived training In psychology so that 
they will be able to Impart advice to 
those who seek It. Thus It was advo 
cated that the studies of the "dead' 
languages such na Greek, Hebrew and 
Iwatln bo limited to -short courses and 
.sluillcs In p.Hycliology — as advocated 
by Will Durant— and a course In tJie 
ISngllsh DIblo. 

rsyi-hologjr OppoBCd 

To the latter, the opposition, headed 
by ainndon Partridge and Donald 
Campbell, almost wholly subacril>ed, 
Ilowovor, Iho Inclusion ot psychology 
In tho (nii-rlciilum was vigorously op- 
posed, tho statement being made that 
this lost sight of tho true aim of the 
church. As tor the so-called "dead" 
languages, the opposition mnlnlalned 
that It was for Ihe purpo.so of reading 
Ihe old doctrines and temhlnga In or- 
der to formulate one's own opinions 
that these languages are usefully em- 
ployed. 

After the discussion had been thrown 
open to the House, the meeting was 
lerniinaled by the speaker, UonuUI 
MacMtlJun and a vote was taken, this 
defeated the govurninuiu by a narrow 
margin, Thus tho greater portion of 
the student body voiced their approval 
of the oiirriculum aa It stands.

|N this voltime Alfred Noycs has undertaken to 
wrUe the blogranhy ot one of the istoaliv»! nf 
French phllo-soiihor-t and writers in a manner \\Wk \\ 
will convince all sceptics a.» well as all admirers of 
Voltaire that he was .«omethUiK more ilian Hie 
"eternal grin " which many historians would have 
him. 

The foundation for his hiting .liUirc, nuwUlnn wit, 
keen reasoning and Incisive vigorous style la revealed 
without comiHincllon, and we discover how Voltaire, 
at an early age, was Introduced Into a corrupt and 
sophisticated wovhl that might well have devclopoJ 
the aeething: anger ot a llamlei or the brutal satire 
ot a Juvenal. 

Aa with every gcnlu» we see that Voltaire went 
his own way In the matter ot education; and thai It 
was mind, heart and ImaginMllo"— "ol. iwsslon — 
that expressed him all his life. Most typical of this 
characteristic was his piwilc drama "Ocdlpc," with 
w'.iiih lu> achieved a da?.».llnt; liiumi'li. H Kilpped 
a lioiise crowded with all that «as most rcpre.tenta- 
live of rarislan society. Kot he was interested in 
the. dt«ma. from the critical as well as'lho creative 
point ot view, in the representation ot life as a table, 
because it Is more comprehensive, more completely 
rounded into form and aignificanco lhaii life can ap- 
pear to us In the chaoa ot dally events. 

Never in the history ot literature had .\ young: 
man of twenty-tour leaped Into such fame, nor was 
It * momentary flash, for he ruled aa tho Inlollcctiial 
moiiarch of Europe for thirty years or more. 

Mr. Noycs leaves nothing to the lnlB.^lnatlon as he 
describes the Krenchmau's pitiless exposure of the 
inlQuily of the cabelle and the "lettro.s ilr racliut" 
, with a nilhlcssncss worthy of fo great a siilirist. and 
yet he tells us with equal admiration of the deep love 
and affection with which Voltaire cherished his old 
masters, and his undying: fidelity to them In times 
of stress a.i well as in moment.'* of lel.stire. 

The age in which wc live Is more ready than.most 
of its predecessors to understand such Irony and bit- 
ing' wit which may sometimes be the concentrated ex- 
pression of a burniui; pai<slon for Justice, but in truth 
it must be confessed that of all tho Intellectual 
weapons which have ever been wielded by man, the 
Happily Alfred Noycs h,-i!i shattered the traditional 
portrait of a leering Voltaire, which, «Iropst obacurod 
the lyric poet, ilie liascdian and the political thinker; 
and we see instead a Uvin; symbol of freedom—A 
man with a na;urally keen intelligence, and • passion 
for justice which throughout his life was to make 
hira a defender of the weak and the oppressed. His 
was the' smile n-hich made monarchs and statesmen 
uneasy, the light of that smile was the light ot 
reason, 

Voltaire has been Judged again ^nd again, but 
this time there can be no doubt or uncertainty In the 
mind of the reader that .Mfrcd .Voycs has proved him

geratcd. It Is rather remarkable to notice In a book 
on economics references to trie •Almlg:h{y.' Such, 
phrases as "Avec la volonté de Dieu, Ils résisteront 
aux tentatives d'asslmllatloni" make tho reading 
somewhat picturesque. 

While the factual Information Is valuable the 
method ot presentation tor the most part is tinlque, 
if not somewhat unfortunate.

remendous loss of influence suffered by 
Wié press, in swaying the populace to a cer- 
tain way of thinking. It was definitely es- 
tablished that during the canlpaign for the 
Presidency, "S5% of the papers north of 
the Mason and Dixon line were controlled 
by the supporters of the Republican Par- 
ty", yet despite this seemingly tremendous 
influence. President Roosevelt was return- 
ed to office with an all time recorti of 




carrying all but two of the foi-ty_ eight 
fttates of the Union. Outstanding in his 
opposition to the New Deal was Publisher 
William Randolph Hearst, who through his 
Manhattan "trumpets", with a total circu- 
lation of 1,556,000 and his other twenty- 
five loudspeakers, scattered throughout the 
land had been providing the New Deal 
■with the noisiest and most vicious opposi- 
tion that it had encountered throughout 
the entire campaign. However Hear.st's in- 
fluence on the American People, through 
the medium of his papers, has been on the 
wane for many years, and has little bear- 
ing on the attitude of the people today, as 
fan readily be seen from the last election. 

Another outstanding feature of the 
(Campaign for presidency is the fact that 
the party with the lesser financial back- 
ing wa.s victorious. The tremendous back- 
ing of the Republican Party, donated in the 
main by the capitalist suppoi-ters went to 
naught, as the Democrats swept into iiower 
having been backed by cash on hand re- 
ceipts of the National Committee which at 
the beginning of the campaign were set at 
"$2,417,778, as oppostid to the cash receipts 
the Republican National Committee, es- 
•funated at ?5,088,419. In both these cases, 
however thei'e was additional financial 
backing fiom many other sources, and 
hence these figures do not tell the full 
,,Btory. 

Roosevelt's re-election definitely has 
.Jl weighty bearing on the future economic 
structure and policies of Canada. A .staunch 
upholder of the Reciprocity Treaty with 
our country, the President's platforjn in- 
cludes a continuation of tlie coi'dial trade 
relations with Canada. Howevei' this mu- 
tual benefit pact was one of the policies of 
-{the RooBfivelt government again.st which 
.[Governor Landon huried many an invective 
during his campaign, but..which will remain 
intact, now that the "filinflçwoi: has tided 



of helping another, particulai ly one with lllieral lean- 
ings, lor the present Cardenas regime Is the tlr-sl 
government which she hoe had which has shown any 
material sympathy tor the working classes. 

Since the overthrow of Diaz Mexico has had a 
host of presidents, each elected— or, more usually, 
electing himself — by promises ot restorin* JIberty lo 
the people, aiid each retaining his power afterwards 
by the liberal use of armed forces to pul down any 
opposition — which is the closest he came to liberalism. 
The country stiffcred a herics ot petty tyrants, each 
beginning his rulo witli slight gestures toward free- 
dora, then becoming: more and more dictalorisi as he 
Ijecame surci' of his power. 

But once even the semblance ot lllicrly la given 
to a, people that has been oppressed for centuries it 
is not 80 simple to lake 11 away again. Ituvoli fol- 
lowed revolt, each successive rising involving moie 
of the downtrodden classes that had been kept In 
subjugation for centuries, and more difficult it be- 
came for dictators to retain their power against the 
will of the people. 

The old, simple village pattern, upon which Mexi- 
can serfdom had bec» based, was beginning: lo break 
up. ."ichools arose ouUldc of the cities, liilteily op- 
posed by the clergy who saw their complete domina- 
tion ot the peasants dislnlcgratinï rapidly and com- 
pletely under the attack of education. But. even the 
mfluence of the church was not sufflclcnl lo slop the 
n.fing tide of proKicss, sleeping everything from Ha 
way, gaining momentum like a rolling aiiowbull, 

11 is upon this wide canvass of a lanil In turmoil, 
suffering the strusse.'i of a new blrili, lliol Curleton 
Jicul» paints the life of 108|)eruniui iiuilron, former 
hacienda slave, wlio becomes one of Mexico's liberal 
leaders, itelcased from her i>eoniiBe by Madcro's 
revolution agalnsl Diaz, she comes with her husband, 
an officer of Mio revolution, lo Mexico City, filled 
with higli hopes for the future. 

But Madero's memories of bis promises wore, to 
say the least, rather fuliii, und ;sijon a new revolu- 
tion c^me, in which EH[>'itu.ntu'M huuijuud was killed.

The Mxcluinge has m past years shown 
a profit, inasiiiucb as It is run by a 
stuilcut urKaiilzutlon to which fees aie 
assigned I do not think tli,-it it should 
bo run on such a basis, Kurthormoro 
I he charge of 10 pur cent for the sale 
of books is excessive and this system 
of taxing .should be replaced, 

.\s I sec it many students on the 
campus are sollins their books priv- 
ately rather than throush tho ex- 
change. The reason is quite obvious 
many of tho books soli second-hand for 
to Ç1.00 which means a cut of 
25 to 40 cents for the exchange. These 
books are for the most part easy to soil 
honcc tlie private sales. This has not 
helped the student body lo buy books 
rather it has caused them lo be passed 
around from friend, to friend or kept 
from year to year In anticipation of a 
.<iale which Is finally prevented by the 
book going out of date. 

There is a way, however, by which 
the Exchange can pay for itself and 
also provide a maximum of service. I 
propose that the Exchange adopt the 
following plan in their future sales 
policy. A flat charge of 5 to 15 cents 
per book be made the c.vacl rate to be 
determined by the committee in charge. 
The object of a small charge would be 
to get as many books as possible and 
considering that many more would be 
.sent down the . falling revenue would 
1)6 bolstered. The students who work 
in tho exchange should get paid for 
their efforts. Inasmuch as tliey are 
giving up their time and that a charge 
)s being made for the services they 
render they should benefit to some ex- 
tent. There Is no reason why they 
should not, many .students in .need 
would thus be given a chance to make 
a little money un th*> side. The policy 
of students aiding in university func- 
tions for consideration is quite general, 

I have thought considerably on the 
subject and nlthoiigli I am graduating 
tills year I would like soniethins to lie 
done in this matter and I hope that 
my suggestions will not pass by un- 
noticed,
